Recently a petition in 
behalf of Ireland was sent to the 
President by the Irish of New York. 
After declaring that the blood of 
their kindred, which was poured out 
on the b.ittlefi<l(ls <'f Kurope, Is the 
beet proof of the dtnotion of their 

taee to the United .siateK, the peti- 
tioners submit that Ireland Is en- 
titled to her Independence by virtue 
'Of ber continued and fatstorle strug- 
gle against foreign domlBatlon: ber 
geographical poeitton; ber bomo- 
■eneoni popnlatlop; ber great 
natural wealtb; the direot and re- 
peatedly expressed will of her peo- 
ple. The document declares Eng- 
land holds Ireland not by right but 
by might. On this account the peti- 
tioners view with Intense gratifica- 
tion the following passages froi\i 
President Wilson's speech of Sep- 
tember 27:

In the views of ihe authors of 
the petition the words of the Presi- 
dent bind him and .ine country to 
secure for Ireland complete free- 
dom from foreign domination. Later 
4,090 people met at the Central 
Opera House, New rTork, and 
adopted the foUewing resolutions: 

"Whereas, tiML' leaders of the 
Irish people are still held in Eng- 
lish prisons o* charges for whicn 
there has never been the least 
foundation, and whereas their con- 
tinued Incarceration deprives Ire- 
land of a voice, and the Irish peopla 
of counsel and leadership in this 
Vital moment of the nation's affairs, 
and makes the professions of the 
Allies that they are fighting for 
freedom for all peoples open to 
grave sfaplelon and doabt, and 
whereas aereral of these people Im- 
prisoned are tbe actuaUy elected 
Mpresentativea of the people of 
Ireland; be it resolved that we ask 
President Wilson, without whose 
aid the war would not have won, to 
UBe his influence to have these 
Irish men and women immediately 
released, so that they may fittingly 
represent their people in whatever 
plans they see fit to adopt to put 
Ireland in its true light before the 
world, eo tbat she may be again 
restored to ber place among tbe 
nations. And be It further re- 
solred that we ask tbe President 
to receive popularly eboaan repre- 
sentatires of tbe people of Ireland 
so that be may help to bring about 
a settlement *mneh better and more 
lasting' than any 'based on the 
selfish competitive Interests of pow- 
erful States' — the settlement of the 
Irish problem — and thus by repeal- 
ing the effects of the oldest con- 
quest in Bluroi>e make an augury 
for peace 'that will gratify the 
longing of the whole world tor dis- 
interested lustiee.'" 

Aboai tbe time this waa taking 
plaee in Amsriea tbe Irish Nation- 
allata were memorialising President 
Wilson. The only part of the docu- 
ment so far published reads: 

"Oan anybody doubt that the 
nation of Ireland comes under the 
category of those small nations for 
whose rights you so eloquently 
plead the question or that the pres- 
ent government of Ireland by Great 
Britain against the will of Ireland, 
and simply by arbitrary and Irrn- 
iponsible force, comes under the 
•aathlng condemnation you have 

«*en all such exercises of wrong? 
'e Implore you not to relax your 
efforts to make this war not merely 
a triumph of nation over nation or 
armies over armies. We claim the 
further right to throw ourselves 
upon your protection and upon your 
aid because you aro ruler of more 
millions of men of our blood than 
any other ruler on earth. Wo ap- 
peal to you because in every hour 
of our history our race has stood 
by the flag of your nation, and your 
nation has never refused its aid, its 
sympathy and Ka aeeord with our

The religious orders of the Catholic 
church are such institutions which 
have conferred vast social benetlts 
upon society, though recognition of 
this service is often grudgingly 
given. In the chapter on labor in 
his work, "The Social Question." 
Father Weiss, the noted Dominican, 
rightly says that persons who de- 
vote their entire Uvea to Intelleetual 
or spiritual work perform a social 
service of no leSs value than those 
who labor to Increase commodities 
and natural products. Members of 
religious communities taking thf 
vows of poverty, chastity and obedi- 
ence are by this very fact pledged 
to lead a life which is bound to 
exert a wholesome and uplifting in- 
fluence upon society at large. 

It was especially in its fight 
against the corrupt paganism of 
the Arst- Christian centuries that 
the church exerted a beaeOielal In- 
flueaee through the hermits'. jmA 
anchorites who lived in the so-^^ed 
lauras and followed a quasi re- 
ligious life. These thousands of 
anchorites were a disciplined army 
which fought the fearful vices of 
heathendom with powerful, spiritual 
weapons. Their austere and peni- 
tential lives were a continuous 
sermon, an energetic protest of 
what is best in human nature 
against the degrading servitude or 
luxury. It was a well directed at- 
tadc of the Christian spirit upon 
the deep rooted rottenness of pagan 
society. Ftom this point of view 
the ascetiefsm of the early monks 
developed into a most Important 
social function. One of the first 
effects which the example of the 
heroic virtue of the monks wrought 
in that debased society was to con- 
vince it that it was possible to lead 
a dignified existence without glvini; 
way to the cruel and shameful 
slavery of sin and riotous excesses. 
These anchorites efficaciously 
taught the value of goods of the 
moral and spiritual order. They 
made men understand how far 
spirit excels matter and how great 
is the power of the will vhea aa- 
slsted by grace, against tbe evil 
tendencies of corrupt nature. 

To understand fully the social 
efficacy of the eremitical life we 
must recall the state of Roman 
society in the fourth century. 
Paganism as a religion and a 
phllosopliic system had fallen never 
to rise again. By his victory at 
the Mllv in Bridge Constantine had 
routed the army of the last heathen 
Bmperor. "In this sign thou shalt 
conquer"- beeame the watchword of 
throngs of noble men and women, 
and vast numbers entered the 
church, many of them voloatarity 
accepting poverty aad the hnrdeiu 
of life In a rdig;ioue community. 
The life and example of the latter, 
as well as the rigorous rule fol- 
lowed by those who lived in solitude 
fas hermits, became a continuous ob-

British Empire, at least the great 
colonies are pleased to think they 
have been treated shabbily by the 
"mother" country. The dissatisfac- 
tion of the colonies has been voiced 
by Premier Hughes, of Australia, 
who conipiaina that England threw 
Australia into the war without con- 
sulting her. and is now preparing 
for peace without consulting her. 
Premier Hughes Insists that Aus- 
tralia is entitled to her own repre- 
sentative at the peace table, and 
will 'resent bitterly iter ezeluslon. 
If exclusion be decided on. It Is 
probable that the Premier was 
speaking Canada's thought also In 
this matter. The Australians and 
Osnadians IhaTe iborae the brunt of 
the lighting on the British side; in- 
deed were it not for the showing 
made by those colonies Great 
Britain would have cut a sorry 
figure In the war. Canada and 
Australia know this and their re- 
spect for Cfreat Britain's vaunted 
power ha.s k-Hibly diminished. They 
realize that as far us they are con- 
cerned they must look to them- 
selves for the protection of th«lr in- 
terests; hence Instead ot being 
drawn m^re closely to Great Britain 
by the war it would appear ae if 
they reslly hsd eome to the parting 
of the ways. At all events it Is 
certain that in future they will pay 
less attention to the wishes of Great 
Britain whenever their own Inter- 
ests are to be served, nor would It 
surprise us if they insisted on be- 
ing represented at foreign courts by 
tlMir own plenipotentiaries. 



some other nation. It has fought 
to make the world safe tor democ- 
racy and should Insist that the 
world become democratic. It has 
fought for "the rights of all peo- 
ples, great and small; the right of 
self-government and to a participa- 
tion in the economic opportunities 
of tlie world," and sliould make it 
Its business to .see that those rights 
are accorded to all i>eoples without 
exception. When those things are 
done for which the United States 
has fought so successfully then, and 
only then, will the pre-eminence of 
the United States be assured. This 
is the reaUy eritieal tine, for it Is 
the time of test between the open- 
ness and sense of fair play of Amer- 
ican statesmanship and the dark 
lantern methods of European 
diplomacy, and unles the United 
States Insists that the principles for 
which It fought- principles based 
on equal justice to all peoples — be- 
come the animating principles of In- 
ternational relations in the future 
we shall have had our labor for our 
pains.

Fred T. Austin, 
natil reeeatly in command at camp, 
addressed a letter to the Right 
Rev. Dennis O'Donaghue, Bishop of 
Louisville, and Grand Knight 
Thomas D. dines expressing thanks 
for the service rendered by mors 
than TOO Sisters and the Knights 
of Columbus during the Influenwi 
epidemic. Geii. Austin, in his let- 
ter, says that the services rendered 
by these Sisters was so timely and 
so thoroughly eatUfactory that he 
destred to express his thanks and 
raquest Bishop ODonagbue to con- 
vey to them assuranee ot tbe deep 
gratHnde- ot the offieeai ttd. men. 
Bis letter fcAlows: 

"War Depariment Headquarters, 
Camp SSachary Taylor, I^ulsviUe, 
Ky., November 16, 1918— My Dear 
Sir: During the recent influenza 
epidemic, while all the country has 
been fighting a foe almost as deadly 
as the enemy overseas, tho military 
authorities are aware of the great 
and Indispensable aid famished 
from sources outaide their organi- 
tations.

Mother Praxedes, Superior General, 
eleven Ix)retto "Sisters; Mother 
Rose, thirty-two Charity Sisters; 
Mother Franclsca, O. 6. tWOlTe 
Dominican Si.sters. 

"The services rendered by those 
Sisters was so timely and so 
thoroughly satisfactory that I wish 
to express my thanks to you 
head of the church In this diocese. 
The consciousness that, for such 
workers, their deeds of mercy are 
In themselves reward enough, does 
not. I trust, make taa9proP'l*te 
this expression of thankfutaees to 
them. 

"Speaking not only for the offi- 
cers and men of Camp Zachary 
Taylor, but also for the friends and 
families of all our soldiers. I ask 
that you convey to those Slaters 
who have helped us here the as- 
surances of our deep gra'tttude.

graph letter of greeting from the 
Pope which had been brought to 
this country by the Right Rev.

It is not often 
that the Pope sends such an exalted 
official abroad, and this Is the first 
time much an Important member of 
the Pope's official family has been 
sent to America on a mission of 
any kind. Because of this It is as- 
sumed now tliiit the Monslgnor':) 
new mission is a far more Impor- 
tant one tkaa the- aae - announced. 
LK>cal members of the Catholic 
hiesarehy deny aiqr knowledge 
either of the visit or of ita purpose, 
and some even doubt the aeearaoy 
of the report that he is comiag at 
all. There are important vacancies 
In the American hierarchy to be 
filled. Successors to the late Arch- 
bishops Ireland and Farley are to 
be appointed, and it Is known that 
the Pope will exorcise extreme car" 
In naming men to fill the places 
made vaacnt by tho deaths of these 
two distinguished men. Still it Is 
not thought he would regard It 
necessary to send his Under Secre- 
tary for State Affairs all the way 
here, especially at this time, with 
the whole world in turmoil. The 
moat likely surmise, aooordlng to a 
well informed prelate. Is tiiat Mgr. 
Cerettl's real mission, if he really 
comes, is a diplomatic one and has 
to do with the necessity of recon- 
structing practically the entire 
world as a result of the cataclysm.

Cardinal Mercier, the most prom- 
inent figure of the war in Belgium, 
excepting King Albert, received the 
Associated Vrtm correspondent 
Saturday. "Tott have saved us." 
said the Cardinal, when asked what 
he thought about America's par- 
ticipation in the war. "You have 
saved the world." Cardinal Mercier 
Is tall and dignified. He was p;arbed 
in a purple soutane. He chatted 
with thH correspoadent for more 
than half an hour. 

"I aever despaired, I never loet 
hope, although at times my heart 
«ras v«ry foU." the Cardhial said 
referring to aa laddeat-la Deeem- 
ber, 1914, when Banm von BIsslas, 
mttitarr Oeremor of Belgtam, vir- 
tually made him a prisoner in his 
episcopal palace. "I received a 
telegram then from the Associated 
Press and have never been able to 
answer It. I wish to reply to ft 
now; 'Yes, Hissing treated me as a 
prisoner for four days.' " 

Concerning the Go^■«rnor8 of Bel- 
glum during the war Cardinal 
.Mi rcii-r Bald that FalkenhauKon was 
more cruel and Inhuman than 
Blssing and more perfidiou.'^, in- 
sidious and dangerous. "There was 
not much to eheose between them, 
however." he said. Referring to 
hie quite recent birthday aanl- 
versary the corerspondent compli- 
mented the Cardinal upon his 
robust appearance and health. The 
Cardinal replied: "It is true that I 
am sixty-seven, but rather It Is my 
seventy-first because the last four 
years seemed like eight to me." 

Referring to the change in the 
Government of Germany, Cardinal 
Mercier said: "1 am no politician. 
However, the ebaage there seems 
too sudden to he lasting. The new 
Gtovemment appears to me like a 
camouflage to the autocracy and 
the changes sssm to have been 
made to order according to prear- 
ranged schedule. It is Ood's Jus- 
tice, and the public conscience Is 
satisfied. The triumph of Justico 
Is complete; the barbarian device 
that might is right has received Its 
death blow; the dream of pan-Ger- 
man domination has been shattered 
and evaporated like noxious gas in 
the wind and, thanks to God's jus- 
tice, right has triumphed and the 
Belgians once more are free and 
independent We hav* woa the 
war."
